Brut, Feb. 23.—The reappearance of the 
specter of Anarchy in Spain has caused un- 
easiness in other capitals besides Madrid. In 
vienna the police to-day took into custody a 
man named Hanzerd, the publisher of labor 
publications, and twelve associates, on the 
charge of inciting a labor demonstration of 
the unemployed, at Hernals, a suburo of 
Vienna, The crowd assembled in the suburb 
tothe number of 6,000, and the leaders in- 
ejsted on an interview with the Burgomaster, 
which was refused, They also threatened to 
make a demonstration similar to that of the 
unemployed of London some time ago. in 
view of allthis, the authorities determined 
to nip the agitation, if possible, by confining 
the leading agitators, They are also consid- 
ering how to provide work for those who are 
in most need of It, and proposed public im- 
provements will probably be hastened with 
that object. 

in Berlin, influential members of the court 
are striving to move the Emperor to return 
to the policy of utmost repression, if not per- 
secution, of Social Democrats and Anarchists. 
The pleadings of those who have under- 
taken to bring about this reactionary policy 
na ve in a measure been successful.

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IN THE THEATERS. 


A Varied Spread of Entertainments for 
the Week. 

Sardou’s ‘*Thermidor’’ was made known 
atthe Olympic last evening and after wit- 
nessing the performance the wonder is not 
so much that it was suppressed in Pari’s, but 
that it has fall ed to be suppressed in 
America. 

Although there are bold sentiments in the 
play on the subject of religion and poli- 
tics which might excite the volatile Paris- 
lans, yet it is far better fitted to entertain 


Parisians than Americans, by reason of its 
elaborate treatment of revolutionary in- 
cidents, topics and personages. It follows 
the French classic style of develop- 
ment in which subtle argument 
and dialogue take the place of 
so-called dramatic action. Amid the dark 
surroundings of the French revolution and 
its bloody mobocracy Sardou has placed the 
Simplest sort of a drama. It is merely the 
attempt of Martial Hugon,a soldier, and his 
friend, Charles Labressiere, to save Fab- 
enne Leceneteux Hugon’s flancee wo, 

thinking him dead, had taken her first rejig- 
ious vows, from the guillotine. This attempt 
is made not through the exercise of dramatic 
machinery, but through argument and per- 
suasion. Conscience and honor are the 
motives of the drama. 

The attempt first to persuade the deeply 
religious girl to violate her vows and marry 
her lover, and then to sacrifice her honor by 
admitting that she has been unchaste and is 
about to become a mother, which would bea 
bar to her execution, occupy’ the 
two principal acts. Another act is 
interjected in which Hugon persuades 
Labressiere;who although an actor, occupies 
Aa place in the Bureau of Arrests, to substi- 
tute fhe name of another woman for that of 
Fabienne. Thus it will be seen that the 
drama presents the struggle between con- 
science and friendship inthe actor Labres: 
slere and conscience and honor against love 
and desire for life in Fabienne. 

That there are strong motives here cannot 
be denied, and that Saruou treats them with 
subtiety and force at times must be admitted. 
There are Opportunities for the display of 
skill and power in acting ‘and the dramatist 


makes several bold and vigorous strokes in 


the delineation of nafttre and passion. ere 
are points of strong interest for the in. 
gent auditor in the tragedy, 

it ig marred by an artificiality which 
approaches clap-trap, a monotony of 
development and a tiresomeness of useless 
dialogue. In short the production, while 
having elements of an adsorbing drama of a 
high order, fails to be entertaining. Some of 
this result ts due tothe acting. Like all of

“Sordou’s tragedies, the intense atmosphere 


must be sustained in order to 
produce intense results. The 
play calls for an intense and forceful actress, 
one whocan portray subtle emotions with 
Vividness. Miss Elsiede Walfeis misplaced 
in the role of Fabienne. Sheis given more 
than she is capable of doing. Although hav- 
ing refinement, intelligence and talent which 
wouid be appreciated in more sultable work, 
she falls short of the requirements of her 
rt. ; 

The other most prominent part is that of 
Labressiere, who may be said to have the fat 
of the play. It is taken with skill and ex- 
celient effect by Frederick Bond. Frederic 
de Belleville, although a finished and careful 
actor, was hardly suited to the role of the 
romantic lover, Martial Hagan, and failed to 
get the most pleasing results. The minor 
roles were satisfactorily played, and the pro- 
duction was elaborate and artistic.

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BLAND SILVER BILL 


Western Opposition to the Measure 
Being Heard. 


DISCUSSION THAT IS “SHAKING OUT” 
DEMOCRATIC OPINION. 


Mr, Cleveland Says His Michigan Tour 
Has No Political Significance—Sage 
Counsel From a Boston Democrat— 


Active Oanipaigning Begun in West 
Virginia—General Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—The rather 
heated exchange of opinions between Hon. 
M. D. Harter of Ohio and Congressman Bland 
on the subject of free coinage has had the 
effect of ‘‘shaking out considerable Dem- 
ocratic opinion on silver. Mr. Bland charged 
the Ohioan with ‘‘bulldoging’’ the Democ- 
racy, while Mr. Harter returns to the charge 
that if there has been any ‘bulldozing’ in- 
dulged in it will scarcely be necessary to 
bring witnesses to prove that the silver men 
have made all sorts of menaces of what they 
would do if a free silver bill were not passed. 
There is not much doubt that if Mr. Mills had 
chosen to keep quiet on the silver question, 
or ifhe had asserted that he would make 
a committee that would favora free coinage 
bil), he would have had many more free 
silver supporters. He had Mr. Bland, it 
ought to be said, but he showed his leader- 
ship when he was able to induce Mr. Bland to 
follow and to vote for him for Speaker, when 
he was really aware of the purpose of Mr. 
Mills to make the silver question a subordin- 
ate one in case he was made Speaker of the 
House. Just now the Democrats have plenty 
of reason for letting alone the silver business 


in which they can accomplish nothing ex- 
cept to prejudice a part of the country 
against the party, and many reasons for be- 
ing more vigorous and reasonable in discuss- 
ing the tariff question, although they can do 


nothing more in the way of tariff reform than 


to deepen the conviction of the people that it 
is necessary and that it can never be ex- 
pected while the Republicans rely upon the 
protected manufacturers to raise the money 
a put the Harrisons and Wanamakers in 
office.’’ 

Representative Lind’ of Minnesota says 
that the only consistent course for the Demo- 
crats is to go forward with the silver bill and 
make the best fight poses. After takin 
the position they did in the last Congress an 
during the campaign, it would folly. to 
change their tactics now. Mr. Lind voted for 
the Bland bill tn the last Congress, and it was 
generally supposed that he intended doing so 
again. He says: ; 

The passage ofa free coinage act would 
not increase the volume of money in the 
country. Weare not utilizing all the silver 
we produce asa basis for iegai tender money. 
Our per capita of circulation is daily in- 
creasing under the operations of the law 
passed by the last Congress, and in a manner 
that involves no possibie risk. For these rea- 
sons I wil! not vote for free we at this 
time, althoughI believe that it is the only 
way to ultimately obtain true Dimetalism 
unless it can be effected by international 
agreement. 

Mr. Lind has been regarded as being favor- 


able to free e. 

Tue three Democratic Representatives 
from Minnesota are moreemphatic in their 
opposition. Mr. Halverson, the Alliance 
member, stands by the Ocala platform, but 
he is not fuily satisfied that free coinage 
would cure all the ills in the nation, and may 
make up his mind to vote against the bill. 
He would not greatly displease his constitu- 
ents to take such a stand. 

Representative Castle (Dem.), Minnesota, 
declared that free cOlnage men are few and 
far between in Minnesota. Halverson’s dis- 
trict under the new apportionment is made 
almost sure for the Republican party, and he 
may see that it would bea good stroke of 
policy for him to repudiate the Bland bill.

HELD BY THE STATE. 


The Mitchell-Ward Correspondence Can- 
not Be Released. 


BOTH DEFENDANTS IN THE MEMPHIS 
COURT TO-DAY, 


Arguing the Motion to Admit Miss Lillie 
Johnson to Bail—The Whole Case Will 
Be Gone Over in This Proceedings— 
How Miss Mitchell Appeared—Crowds 
Attend. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 23.—The Criminal 
Court-room, which has been enlarged to 
three times its former capacity, was densely 
crowded by 9 o’clock this morning, and hun- 
dreds were turned away unable to gain en- 
trance. The crowd came with that curiosity 
entirely human te see the woman Alice Mit- 
chell, who cut the throat of her friend and 
girlhood companion, Miss Freda Ward, on 
Jan. 25 last. 

When Alice Mitchell and Lillie Johnson 
came into court each was accompanied by 
her father and Miss Mitchell also by her 
brothers. At9:300’clock Judge Dubose went 
uponthe bench and court was announced 


open. 

The proceedings to-day, so far as Miss 
Mitchell was concerned, were upon the 
motion made by her attorneys 
last week for an order compelling 
the State to turn over to de- 
fendant’s counsel all letters written by Miss 
Mitchell now in possession of the prosecu- 
tion. 

Miss Mitchell being brought to the bar of 
the court, Judge Dubose read a short opinion 
overruling the application, thus leaving the 
correspondence between Miss Mitchell and 
Freda Ward in possession of the Attorney 
General. : 

After the reading of the opinion Miss Mitch- 
ell, accompanied by her relatives, left the 
court-room and returned to jail. 

PLEA FOR MISS JOHNSON. 

The Courtthen announced that he would 
hear the motion fer bail of Miss Johnson. 
The evidence was commenced by introducing 
Miss Joe Ward, sister of the deceased, who 
being examined first by Mr. Malcolm P. Rat- 
terson on behalf of Miss Johnson, 
gave a full and complete rehearsal of 
all the facts connected with the kill- 
ing of her sister by Miss Mitchell. 
Then counsel insisted that upon the 
theory the defendant should introduce all 
the evidence of the State in order to show 
the court a ballable case and again asked 
that he be permitted to go into the 
letters as a part of the State’s 
evidence. After considerable discussion be- 
tween Attorney-General Peters and counsel 
for defendant the court ruled that the letters 
in possession of the Attorney-General did 
not contain any facts necessary to be in- 
1 into upon the hearing of the motion 
or ball and again excluded them. 

Upon cfoss-examination Miss Joe Ward 
told of the friendly relations that had at one 
time existed between her and Miss Mitchell 
and Miss Johnson, stating that they after- 
wards ceased, and they became unfriendly, 
and did not speak. 

Here was read a letter from Miss Johnson to 
Miss Ward asking why she had ceased to be 
friendly with her; that she wanted a reply 
so she might be able to inform her friends 
when asked ‘‘why they were not friendly.’’ 
Miss Ward stated that she did not answer 
this letter. 

Miss Ward was on the stand up to the 
hour of recess of court and 
the case will be further hear this evening. 
It is belleved that the investigation wili con- 
sume the rest of the week, as everything 
connected with the murder will have to be 
gone over with on this examination for bail 
just as if the, Mitchell and Johnson case on 
the indictment for murder was on trial.

ANOTHER CHILD AND THE BRAVE

GOV. FIBER’S BLUNDER. 


The following remarks are culled from 
the Joliet speech of Gov. FIFER of IIlinois: 
Republican government in our large cities 
ig a practical fallure, and it was admitted by 
the framers of the Illinois constitution of 
1870 when they delegated powers to the Gov- 
ernor controlling many of the offices of 
Chicago. if we ever lose our liberties it will 
be through the evil influences of municipal 
misrule. Large cities are not favorable for 
raising good men and good women. If you 
want to see where we are drifting I ask you 
to go to Chicago. There you will find the 
climax. 

This is a startling statement and indi- 
cates upon Gov. FIFER’s part a condi- 
tion of pessimism, which, if diagnosed by 
the ordinary rules of the medical profes- 
sion, would be pronounced fatal. Itis an 
extraordinary attack, for which an ex- 
traordinary cause must be found. This 
cause is suggested in the Governor’s ad- 
vice to his hearers to go to 
Chicago to find the climax of the dis- 
integrating, demoralizing, corrupting 
forces which threaten Republican govern- 
ment and the existence of Christian civ- 
ilization. Gov. FIFER had been to Chicago 
and the scenes of horror there which make 
one think that DANTE really saw in 


future instead of the old time-worn in- 
fernal regions, had shivered his rustic 
soul and made him groan and weep 
after the manner of the old poet. 
He saw greed crushing the weak 
under the iron heel of mo- 
nopoly, human wolves ranging the 
streets unchecked, thugs plying their vil- 
lainy in public places by day and night, 
unpunished murderers stalking abroad 
defying the law, fiendish anarchy lurking in 
dark corners and the city government reek - 
ing in corruption and dominated by boss 
gamblers, thieves and unscrupulous politi- 
cians. It must be admitted that good men 
and women are reared—begging the Gov- 
ernor’s pardon for slightly correcting his 
English—in Chicago under most adverse 
circumstances and that the State was justi- 
fied in exercising guardianship over that 
awful city. Asif to paint darkness black 
the Governor foundin Chicago’s seething 
mass not half enough Fifer men to redeem 
it in his eyes. His despair therefore is 
natural. 

But while admitting that the Governor 
had reason to think hard things of some 
municipal governments, we must protest 
against the hasty generalization which as- 
sumes that Chicago is a type of all Ameri- 
can cities. It is as if one should go to 
New York, and dropping into the late den 
of BLI MoGiory, should assume that all 
New York is a vile dive and al] New York- 
ers villains. Chicago is unique. It is 
recognized as the wickedest city of the 
Union, and is rapidly forging towards first 
place in sin among the cities of the world. 

As an antidote for Chicago’s pessimistic 
poison we recommend tothe Governora 
visit to St. Louis. He will find here evils 
and sinful elements, but he will also find 
good men and women fighting them down, 
and children growing into good men and 
women in the sweet and inspiring infiu- 
ences of pure homes, good schools, art and 
industrial institutions and sound society. 
He will find the leaven of reform working 
in the political mass. He will find a strong, 

independent, fearless newspaper — the 
DAILY and SUNDAY Post-DispaTcH—un- 
covering and, with the aid of the people, 
destroying abuses. 

Come, to St. Louis, Governor, and find 
peace for your agitated soul and hope for 
American institutions evenin great cities 
that are not, like Chicago, utterly bad. 


HILL \s quite right in saying that 
there is a reawakening of the Democracy.

. Got His License Easily. 


He Says the Collector Took Half the 
Fee in Meat. 


IRREGULARITES THAT KEPT AUGUST 
ZETTWOCK IN BUSINESS. 


Collector Ziegenhein Admits That the 
Transaction Took Place, But Says 
That He Paid the Whole $50 Out of His 
Own Focket— The Attempt to White- 
wash the Czar by Adopting Council- 
man Bensiek’s Report This Evening. 


Collector Ziegenhein has always claimed 
thet one reason why his collections fell short 
of the sum figures showed they should be was 

that he was too soft-hearted to press a poor 
man who owed the city money. 

This has been his defense, especially in the 
case of the butchers, who are among the 
poorest of the tradesmen from whom he 
has to collect license fees. Louis 
Ost, who was succeeded the other 
day as President of the Butchers’ 
Union by Lou Hawkins, saysdhat fully 700 of 
the 1,500 butchers in this city pay nv license, 
and that the Collector excused himself to the 
paying butchers who protest against this in- 
jurious discrimination by declaring that he 
cannot bear to press a poor butcher with a 
wife and family who would have to shut up 
his shop if forced to do either that or pay his 


license. 

Here is a case of the Collector's fraternal 
attitude towards the butchers which 
is rightin point. It was brought to the at- 
tention of the PostT-DISPATCH by a member 
of the Butchers’ Union, who said that he and 


His associates regarded it as savoring too 
much of favoritismto be creditableto an 
executive officer of the city. 

THE COLLECTOR’S FAMILY BUTCHER. 

August Zettwoch isa butcher who handles 
fresh meat. Through the greater part of last 
year his shop was at 3101 South Seventh 
street, a short distance fromthe house vf 
Collector Ziegenhein. Inthe fall he moved 
out to a place on the Gravois road, near Cali- 
fognia avenue. He has a little frame shop 
there, near the junction of two lines of John 
Sculun's electric cars, and both he and his 
wife handle the cleaver and saw. They were 
both behind the counter waiting on cus- 
tomers when they were visited by a Post- 
WISPATCH reporter, and during a little lull in 
business told the incident about which 
the other butchers are 
Butcher Zettwoch and 
are both simple, candid Germans, who speak 
English siowly and with precision. The wife 
did most of the talking, the butcher now and 
then speaking when she referred to him for 
corroboration. 

They said that last July, when they were 
down on Seventh street, they were asked to 
pay their license and found it would pinch 
them to do it. The butcher went down 
to the Collector's office to see Mr. 
Ziegenhein, and Mrs. Zettwock madean ap- 
oon to Mrs. Ziegenhein, who now and then 

ropped intotheshop to get a steak or a 
roast while out on a marketing tour. The re- 
sult of the joint supplication for time to pay 
the license was that Zettwock Was told to pay 
the Collector.$25 cash and the rest of the — 
the price of a year’s license, would be taken 
out by Mrs. Ziegenhein in meat. The 
butcher and his wife thought this wasa very 

enerous condition on the part of the col- 

ector, and they supplied the family market 
basket with meat every day for several 
weeks. 

ZEIGENHEIM KEPT THE LICENSE. 

The butcher was told that the license would 
be taken out for him and kept in the col- 
lector’s house until he had delivered enough 
meatto makeup the $25. When his books 
showed that he had en Mrs. Zeigenheim 
that much meat, he claimed his license, got 
it, and hung it up proudly on the wall by his 
chopping-biock, where he has his license for 
tas year hanging now. 

Zettwock told the reporter that he thought 
Aa man oughtto be a good citizen and pay 
his license.

HIS MAD ACT. 


Dr. H T. Breedlove Commits Sui- 
cide at Hurst's. 


He Leaves @ Strange Letter for Mr. 
L M Judson. 


THE AWFUL END OF AN EDUCATED 
YOUNG PHYSICIAN, 


He Blows Out His Brains Because of His 
Insane Attachment for a Well-Known 
High School Teacher, Whose Picture 
He Carried in a Locket Suspended 
From His Neck- Mr. Judson’s Ac 
quaintance With the Unfortunate Man. 


A few minutes after 8 o’cloce this morning 
the denizens of Hurst’s Hotel were startled 
by a pistol shot which rang out on the third 
floor. A few secondsiater Isaac M. Judson 
rushed down stairs and informed the pro- 
prietor that Dr. E. T. Breedlove of Baltimore 
had just shot himself. Mr. Hurstat once 
rushed to the room where a ghastly sight met 
his eyes. The room wasa small one, with the 
bed adjacent to the door. The bed had been 
pushed about three feet fromthe wall, and 
on the floor behind it lay the body of a man. 
Inthe right temple wasa bloody hole, the 
right side of the shirt and trousers were 
soaked with blood, and a pool lay on the 
carpet. The right hand rested on the floor, 
convulsively clasping a pistol. Death nad 


evidently been instantaneous, as the 38 call- 
bre bullet had entered the right temple, and 
embedded itself deep in the brain. 

“A GHASTLY SIGHT. 

Dr. E. T. Breedlove, for it was he, was par - 
tially dressed, wearing trousers and shirt, 
but no coat or vest. His back rested against 
the well and his legs were under the bed, 
There was no sign of pain or convulsion in 
his face. He was a man apparently about 35 
years of age, wearing a dark mustache 
and short black hair. The bed 
had been turned down, but had 
evidently not been sleptin. On the window- 
sill were some letters and papers, and in the 
corner asmall valise. tne police were at 
once summoned and took charge of the 
effects, Mr. Judson accompaning Officer 
Wright to the Four Courts. Undertaker 
Sheehan took charge of the body. 

MR. HURST’S STATEMENT. 

In reference tothe suicide Mr. Hurst said: 
Aman whom I didnot know came rushing 
down the stairs, and told methat Dr. Breed- 
love had just shot himseitf in his presence. 
He was standing by the window when the 
shot was fired. lat once went to the room 
and saw the corpse. Breedlove came here 
Monday morning, registering simply as ‘Dr. 
Breedlove, Baltimore.’ jHe was well dressed, 
gentlemanly in appearance, and perfectly 
quiet in manner. He gave no evidence 
at all of been drinking. 
Some of apers on the 
windowsill were bloody, which seemed 
strange, asthe body lay at the opposite side 
of the room. On the window sill was a note 
bearing the words ‘notify D. Shelby, 320 
Chestnut street.’ Breedlove remarked once 
that his father was a physician in Fort 
Smith, Ark., and this is all thatI know 
about him.’’ 

DID NOT KNOW HIM. 

Mr. D. Shelby, who is the general agent for 
the Louisville, New Orleans & Texas Rallway 
was at once summoned. On arriving at the 
hotel he said: ‘‘Ido not Know this man at 
all, butam very well acquainted with Dr. 
Breediove and his wife of Fort Smith. I 
know that they had a son in 
Baltimore, who was a physician, and 
I suppose that the fact that 1 Know his fam- 
ily was what induced him to send for me. 
The Breedioves stand very high, indeed, in 
Fort Smith, and Dr. Breedlove has several 
children.’’ 

CAUSE OF THE SUICIDE. 

At the Four Courts Mr. I. N. Judson stated 
that he was in the room when 
Breedlove shot himself and gave the 
cause of his rash act as despondency anda 
strange attachment to himself. This latter 


remark was most significant when taken in 


consideration with a letter found among the 
suicide’s effects. His valise contained a few 
pers and time tables, and a small number 
of tollet articles. 
A STRAGE LETTER. 

Among the papers was found the following 
letter, proving that Breedlove haa Deen inthe 
city on Sunday.

Sr. Louis, Feb. 21, 1892. 

Mr DEAR FRIEND—I have just returned 
from the Cathedral, where Bishop Tuttle 
preached.

The only pass I 
have is one into eternity. I even sold my 
dress suit and my old clothes to raise the 
funds to t here on. Icame intending to 
first Kill you, then kill myself, I shall only 
make an end of my own miserable existénce.

W. H. Shoemabher Investigating the 
Death of His Sister, Mrs. Wilson.

She married Mr. Post, the proprietor of the 
Post House in Litchfield, III., and they lived 
together until the time of his death, four 
years ago.

being successfully conducted by Widow Post. 
Mr. Wilson dressed handsomely, talked 
well, and was altogether an attractive 
man. He was very attentive to 
Mrs. Post and before very long, 
it was understoood that they were 
to be married and one day Mrs. Post drew 
$8,700 from the bank and left with Wilson for 
St. Louis to be married. Since then nothing 
has been heard of them until four weeks ago, 
when Mrs. Wilson’s mother received a tele- 
gram from Mr.. Wilson announcing his wife’s 
death in Galveston, Tex. The telegram said 
that the body was being shipped to Tolono 
for burial; that Mr. Wilson was sick and 
could not accompany the body farther than 
St. Louls.

AN AREANSAS JAIL THE SCENE OF THE 
TRAGEDY. 


The Ill-Fated Wretch Accused of Killing 
E. TZ Parker—Fired at Through the 
Cell Grating—The Seventh Victim in 
Two Weeks—Terrifying Evil Doers— 
Criminal News. 


Pine BTLorr, Ark., Feb. 23.—George Harris, 
a negro prisoner inthe Lincoln County Jall, 
was riddled with bullets last night by a mob 
at Varner, the county seat of Lincoln County, 
thirty miles south of this city, on the Valley 
road. Shortly before midnight a crowd 
of armed men entered the sleeping 
room of H. B. Rogers, the jailer, and de 
manded the Keys tothe jail. Mr. Rogers re- 
fused, but finding that the crowd was 
determined and that further resistance 
would be useless, he finally yielded the Keys. 
A rush was made for the’ jail 
and Harris“ cell quickly located. The negro 
bad heard the noise, however, and placeda 
billet of wood on the lock in such a position 
that the bolt could not be turned. See- 
ing the door could not be forced open, 
one of the leaders of the mob 
deliberately drew a revolver, and placing 
the muzzle through the bars, pulled the trig: 
ger. In a moment a score of gung joined in 
and the negro fell to the floor fatally injured, 
the blood streaming from a dozen wounds, 
Having accomplished the work to their satis- 
faction, the crowd quietly dispersed. 

Harris’ crime was the murder ofone E. T. 
Parker, a sewing machine man, in July last 
in the lower portion of Lincoln County. The 
killing was cruel and unprovoked an@ caused 
great indignation at the time. Harris es- 
caped and was not captured until November 
last, since whieh time he has been in jail at 
Varner. 

There area number of reasons explaining 
the reason why the lynching occurred last 
night, so long after the commission of the 
crime.” First, there is a great deal of feeling 
in the country because of the many outrages 
recent suffered at the hands of the negroes. 
The escape from the authorities last week 
of W. J. Hancock, the negro we caused 
serious trouble here during election day in 
1890, intensified this feeling. In addition to 
this there were a large number of friends 
and relatives of the murdered man in Varner 
the past week, peng bee before the 
grand-jury, and of course their presence had 
its influence. Harris is the seventh negro 
who has received justice atthe hands of a 
mob in this section of the State during the 
past two weeks.

Shesays she could have cut the scoundrel’s 
heart out when he was first brought into her 
presence after his capture. She was told, 
she says, that she could have the naming of 
his mode of death and that afterthe fullest 
deliberation she decided that death at the 
stake and by fire was the proper punishment 
for his crime. 


INFANTICIDE. 

GoLconDa, Ul., Feb. 23.—A shocking case 
of infanticide came to light here yesterday. 
The discovery of a newly made grave in a de- 
serted and isolated graveyard on the farm of 
Ed Braden, coupled with the fact that 
Braden’s 16-year-old daughter had been in a 
delicate condition, aroused the suspicions of 
the people. The authorities were forced to 
investigate the matter, and at a depth of one 
foot in the grave they found a bundle of cloth- 
ing which contained the body ofa fully devel- 
oped child. On examination its skull was 
found to have been crushed. The Bradens, 
unable to deny the evidences of their guilt, 
admitted the birth of the infant but claimed 
it was still born. This the doctors deny. 
There are several parties implicated in the 
affair. 

KILLED A TOUGH CITIZEN. 

PINEVILLE, Ky., Feb. 23.—Garrard Thomp- 
son, a revenue officer, shot and killed a tough 
citizen on a train near Pittsburg station on 
the Louisville & Nashville road. Thompson 
was returning from Louisville. The tough 
entered the train at Livingstone loaded with 
whisky and fullof fight. He carried a knife 
in each hand and paraded through the cars 
looking for trouble. He singled out Thomp- 
son and attempted to cut his throat, when 
the officer drew his revolver and put a bullet 
in his right side with fatal effect» The man’s 
name is said to be Gregg. He was a moon- 
shiner,

Professors at Washington University 
Discuss the Cadets’ Action. 

The boys attending the various branches of 
the Washington University enjoyed the foot- 
ball game very much yesterday afternoon, 
in spite of the bad weather, which did ina 
measure prevent their parading as a 
corps of cadets. The Washington Uni- 
versity was presumably named after the 
father of his country, but in this case 


it seems that the only answer to ‘‘what’s in 
a name?’’ is the letters that spell it, and the 
only reason for giving the boys a holiday was 
that halfa dozen or moreof them were to 
scramble around in the mud at Sportsman’s 
Park playing foot - ball forthe honor and fair 
name of st. Louis aud the State of Missouri. 
The dignity of the commonwealth was, how- 
ever, rubbed in to the mind dy a qug handle 
score in favor ofan eleven of country boys 
from a college in Illinois. 

Some days ago when the loca! militia organ- 
izations went about a for the annual 
observation of Washington’s Birthday with 
a parade,an invitation was sent to the Wash- 
ington University cadets asking them to take 
part and assist in paying the tribute which Has 
long been conceded as due to the first in 
peace, etc. Thisinvitation met with a most 
surprising reception when it was read to the 
students in the various branches of the insti- 
tution; they kicked and kicked hard against 
it and immediately started a round robin ora 
petition of the Kind which everybody 
signed asking that the invitation be refused 
and the parade given over for the more im- 
portant and amusing foot-ball game. The 
powers that direct the destinies of the Uni- 
versity concentrated their intellects upon 
the question and then the mandate went 
forth that the Washington University Cadets 
would not parade. Thenthe boys threw up 
tneir hats and cheered for George Washing- 
ton in a most enthusiastic manner.

A NEBRASKA TRAGEDY. 


Capt. A. D. Yooum lays His Daughter's 
Traducer. 

Heros, Neb., Feb. 22.—At 15 minutes 
before 6 o’clock this evening Capt. A. D. 
Yocum shot and kilied Myron Van Fleet. The 
shooting occurred in front of the cigar store 
adjoining the Bostwick Hotel. Van Fleet was 
standing in the doorway, and Yocum came 
along the street and halted directly in front 
of Van Fleet and commenced shooting. Four 


shots were fired in rapid succession, two of 
which entered Van Fleet’s body, ome passin 
entirely through the body, Van Flee 
staggered into the office of the hotel and fell 
from exhaustion .Capt. Yocum stood still un- 
til ap officer came and arrested him. Van 
Fleet was carried home on a stretcher and 
died within an hour. 

The tragedy is the outcome of reports cir- 
culated about fifteen months ago derogatory 
to the character of Capt. Yocum’s daugiiter. 
This story was that she had been guilty of 
intimacy with a colored man who was at that 
time a porter on a chair-car running to Den- 
ver over the Burlington route, and after- 
ward that she and the colored man had been 
married. These stories were pubMshed a 
week after ina sensational paper publishea 
at Lincoln, and caused quite a commotion at 
the time. Those stories are entirely without 
foundation and were not believed by those 
acquainted with the — was believed 
and charged that Myron Van Fleet was the 
originator of the stories, and he certainly 
gave them currency. 

Capt. Yocum was in Idaho and knew noth- 
ofthe reports. His family let him remain 
in ignorance of the facts, fearing that if he 
should hear of its trouble would ensue. He 
returned home nearly a month ago and 
learned of the stories and trouble from Myron 
Van Fleet. Since then he has been trying to 
ascertain who was the author of the sensa- 
tional item in the Lincoln paper. But it it is 
not known whether he had learned the author 
or not. The final tragedy is not a surprise to 
those who know Capt. Yocum and know how 
jealous he has guarded the honor of his 
family.

Joe Goddard Whips Ned Ryan and Ac- 
cepts the California Olub's Offer to 
Fight McAuliffe—Investigation of the 
Post Odds-Caddo Ringer Case—Sport- 
ing News of All Kinds. 


George Dawson, or Gentleman George,“ 
as the ex-champion lightweight of Australia 
is familiarly known, arrived at San Francisco 
last Thursday morning on the steamer Mari- 
posa.
